There are a number of reasons. 

The most valid one is that 
Russia isn’t ready for war. Many 
observers have held stoutly to 
this argument all through the 
period of tension. They did not 
believe the Soviets would them- 
selves go to war until they were 
sure of winning. They could not 


be certain of that until they had 
a large stockpile of atomic weap- 
ons. Nor could they move with 
any assurance until they had 
their satellite countries in line. 


No one doubts for a moment 
but that Russia would like to 
go to war if she felt sure of 
winning. Her aim, as Stalin and 
other Marxist imperialists have 
said, is world conquest. But, it 
is plain to see that the countries 
she has occupied and from which 
she has eliminated with police 
terror all political opposition, are 
not yet digested. Production is 
not rising. In some of them, 
notably Czechoslovakia, Romania 
and Hungary, production is off. 
The Soviet press in those coun- 
tries is almost continually de- 
nouncing the coal miners, the 
steel workers, the farmers and 
others for their failure to pro- 
duce more goods and grain. 


The Soviets have an atomic 
weapon, It is at least as good, or 
bad, as those we dropped on the 
Japanese. But, they do not have 
a large stockpile of these bombs. 
They will proceed with them. 
They also, we may assume, will 
begin work on a hydrogen bomb. 
But, it will be some years be- 
fore they attain enough strength 
with this weapon to launch 
world war, : 

Dr. Vannevar Bush, a notable 
scientist in the field of nuclear 
developments, said in a speech 
on Sunday, last, that our super- 
jority in the field of atomic 
weapons would prevent Russia 
from going to war at this time. 

They will persevere, of course, 
and in time will have a large 
stockpile of such weapons. But, 
it more and more appears we 
have time ... more time than 
we believed a short while ago. 


Foreign Policy 


Therefore, we can conclude 
that the Acheson, or the State 
Department foreign policy with 
regard to Russia has been enor- 
mously successful, despite the 
almost hysterical attacks on it 
during the past few months. 


The Marshall plan has worked 
well wherever it has been giv- 
en a chance. The Soviet plans 
for conquest by means of the 
political strength of the Commu- 
nist party in the various Euro- 
pean countries, have been 
thwarted. They have not been 
entirely and finally defeated. But 
they have been halted. 


Intervention in Korea was wise 
and necessary. 

It daily becomes plainer that 
this was the first of several Soe 
viet steps to take over Asia and 
the Orient. By opposing their 
aggression in Korea we have up- 
set their timetable and forced 
at least a temporary abandon- 
ment of their original strategy 
and tactics. 

The summer may find them 
launching other attacks, but even 
so, the honest citizen must ad- 
mit our foreign policy has 
worked much better than most of 
us believed possible.

In RFC Deal 


Testimony Reveals 


$21,000 Legal Fee

WASHINGTON, March 5— 
Sen. Murray, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, and chairman of the 
Senate committee on labor 
and public welfare, was 
named before a Senate in- 
vestigating subcommittee 
Monday as having interceded 
on behalf of a $1,000,000 Re- 
construction Finance Corpo- 
ration loan to a Miami Beach, 
Fla., luxury hotel, the Sor- 
rento, while a son, James A. 
Murray, Washington attor- 
ney, was earning a $21,000 fee 
in this and allied cases. 

A second son, Charles A. Mur- 
ray, the Senator’s administrative 
assistant, was asserted to have 
attended a conference between an 
RFC director, Walter L. Dunham, 
and George M. Glassgold, princi- 
pal Sorrento attorney, two days 
before the loan was approved by 
the Federal lending agency. 

This development came as the 
Senate panel, headed by Sen. 
Fulbright, Democrat, . Arkansas, 
continued its inquiry into alleged 
political influence and favoritism 
in the making of loans by the 
RFC. The immediate investiga- 
tion concerned three cases at 
Miami Beach involving the Sor- 
rento, a $1,500,000 loan to the 
Saxony, another luxury hotel, and 
$1,000,000 to the Maxwell Com- 
pany, which deals in hotel furni- 
ture and equipment. 


Testimony developed also that: 
Hilton W. Robertson, an RFC 
examiner who recommended ap- 
proval of all three loans, differ- 
ing materially with advice given 
by local and Washington review 
groups, was a “complimentary” 
guest, with his wife and daughter, 
at the Saxony Hotel for 10 days 
in January and February of last 


year. This, it was emphasized, was 


after the Saxony loan had been 
approved by the RF board while 


a modification of terms was under 
consideration. * 


Donald S.. Dawson, White House} 
aide in charge of personnel, was 
given the same status on three oc- 
casions in December, 1949, and 
March and April of 1950 in $30-a- 
day actommodations for an aggre- 
gate of about 22 days. 


While the hearing was in prog- 
ress, the House committee on ex-

Sen. Murray was brought into 
the Sorrento case through a letter 
which Sen. Bennett, Republican, 
Utah, put into the record. Dated 
Oct. 24, 1949, it was addressed to 
Harley Hise, then RFC chairman, 
Bennett said. The letter asserted 
that was such cases of financial 
difficulties as the Sorrento’s that 
concerned the RFC. 


In the temporary absence of 
Sen. Murray, his son, Charles, 
viewed the letter as being a “rou- 
tine matter” and one of numerous 
“inquiries” made by his father on 
request of constituents and others. 
His father, he said, never had 
“urged or pressured anyone to 
make loans.” 


Charles Murray, discussing his 
presence during the conference 
between Glassgold and Dunham, 
the RFC Director, said he had had 
lunch with Glassgold and that 
when the latter told him he was 
calling at the RFC he “tagged 
along,” on Glassgold’s invitation. 
He said he “just sat” during the 
conference. 


When the fee of $21,000 for 
James Murray was introduced, 


handled all Washington legal busi- 
ness for his New York law firm 
nh Washington. 

Glassgold said he had no know!l- 
edge of Sen. Murray’s letter. Rob- 
ertson, the RFG examiner, testi- 
fied he had not seen Murray in 
connection with any of the loans. 

Sen. Bennett said that as of 
Jan. 30 of this year a balance of 
$904,000 was still outstanding on 
the Sorrento loan.

3 Are Held 
In Patient’s 
Odd Death

MILLEDGEVILLE, March 5— 
Three State Hospital attendants 
who allegedly stood by and 
heckled a mental patient into 
chewing up and swallowing his 
handkerchief to a point where it 
lodged in his throat and stran- 
gled him, are held in Baldwin 
County jail here charged . with 
murder. 


Dr. T. G. Peacock, superintend- 
ent of the hospital, swore out war- 
rants against C. W. Beckum, Al- 
ton Lingold and J. Arthur Huff in 
the death of 23-year-old Loyd 
Hooks, of Millen, Jenkins County. 

Hooks was found dead in the 
bathroom of the Binion Building, 
where the criminally insane are 
held, about 2 p. m. Thursday, Dr. 
Peacock said. Hooks’ death was 
“first regarded as suicide,” the su- 
perintendent said, “but then we 
received evidence of foul play and 
asked for a coroner’s inquest.” 


The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of death by strangulation 
and Dr, Peacock swore out the 
murder warrants on recommenda- 
tion of Sol. Gen Carter S. Bald- 
win Monday afternoon. 


All three of the attendants, who 
are held without bond, denied the 
charges. They told the coroner’s 
jury Hooks swallowed the hand- 
kerchief voluntarily and they at- 
tempted to extricate it, but were 
unable to do so. A fourth at- 
tendant, H. O. Fountain, testified 
that Hooks was “eating” his hand- 
kerchief and the other three in 
a spirit of brutal play forced him 
to continue. 


Acting Coroner and Justice of 
the Peace Charles L. Moore said 


the inquest Saturday was to the 
effect that the three attendants 
found Hooks with a handkerchief 
in his mouth. 


Moore then gave this account of 
the statement: 


“Somebody said for Hooks to 
take that handkerchief out of his 
mouth and when he didn’t some- 
body said, ‘Okay, go ahead and eat 

thing.’ 

“When Hooks got scared some- 
body said ‘If it don’t taste good 
then maybe it’ll taste better wet.’ 
And then they all went into the 
bathroom with him.’ ” 


The handkerchief became lodged 
in Hooks’ throat, Moore continued, 
and he died of strangulation be- 
fore medical assistance could be 
summoned. 


Dr. R. W. Bradford, who ques- 
tioned many of the other patients 
in the hospital dayroom testified 
that they said the attendants 
“urged” Hooks to “eat the hand- 
kerchief,” after pushing it into his 
mouth. Hooks, who had been a pa- 
tient for about a year, was con- 
fined to the ward for the criminal- 
ly insame because of his “tendency 
to run away,” Dr. Peacock said. 
Lingold and Huff had blemishes 
on their records for infractions of 
hospital regulations that did not 
concern handling patients, Dr. 
Peacock said. 

Dr. Peacock said the attendant 
in charge of the building found 
Hooks and removed the handker- 
chief by using a clamp and sum- 
moned a doctor who administered 
artificial respiration and stimu- 
lants in an effort to revive the 
patient. Hooks’ body was sent to 
his home in Millen for funeral 
services.

WASHINGTON, March 5— 
The Senate decided Monday, 
in the first test vote in Con- 
gress on the military man- 
power bill, to lower the’ age 
of induction from the age of 
19 to 18. The ballot showed 
od) senators against and 31 
senators for an amendment 
which would have set the in- 
duction age at 18%, instead 
of 18. 

It was decided to increase. the 
period of induction from 21 to 24 
months. 

In effect, the refusal of the Sen- 
ate to adopt the age amendment,

The present Selective Service 
Act, passed in 1948 and due to ex- 
pire next July 9, provides for the 
induction of men between 19 and 
26. The proposal of the Depart- 
ment of Defense to lower the in- 
duction age to 18 has aroused more 
controversy than any other single 
provision of the proposed new 
draft law. 

The change in length of service 
from the existing 21 months to 
24, instead of the 26 months fa- 
vored by the Armed Services 
Committee, was adopted by a voice 
vote, with few senators on the 
floor. Sen. Richard B. Russell, 
Democrat, Georgia, chairman of 
the committee, proposed 24 months 
instead of the 21 months for which 
Sen. Morse was contending, and 
the compromise was accepted 
without further debate. 


The only other roll call of the 
day came on a further amendment 
by Morse intended to defer from 
service, following four months of 
basic training, 150,000 specialized 
students for each of the first three 
years of the new draft plan. The 
Department of Defense had asked, 
and the Armed Services Commit- 
tee had approved, a top limit of 
75,000 a year. 

This amendment aroused almost 
as much debate as did the one 
on fixing the age limit. When the 
roll was called, however, only 
Sens. Benton, Democrat, Connec- 
ticut, and Ives, Republican, New 
York, joined Morse, while 61 sen- 
ators voted against him. 

The House Armed Services 
Committee, which has not yet re- 
ported a bill, has apparently de- 
cided that 1842 is young enough. 
At present, therefore, it appears 
thaf the Senate and the House 
will decide on different ages, and 
that the final result will depend 
on the compromise evolved by a 
conference committee. 


On the Morse amendment bal- 
lot in the Senate, 14 Republicans 
joined 41 Democrats to vote down 
the amendment. Of those favoring 
the proposed ehange, 27 Repub- 
licans were tallied with four 
Democrats. 


Sen. Johnson, Democrat, Texas, 
chairman of the preparedness sub- 
committee which drafted the 
pending manpower bill, said the 
Morse amendment “proposed to 
make a muddy puddle out of our 
manpower pool.” To this, Morse 
responded it would afford an op- 
portunity to exercise constitution- 
al checks on the executive. 

“If it is adopted, you will have 
checked yourself out of an army,” 
commented Sen. Russell, “unless 
you are willing to ask the veterans 
to serve again.”

shadow-boxing. 

The Soviet agenda proposal in- 
cluded the suggestion that all oc- 
cupation forces be withdrawn 
from Germany. This has been an- 
ticipated all along. In fact the 
USSR is said to have been moving 
some of its east zone “bereitschaf- 
ten” forces out of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, although no word 
of an exodus of Soviet troops has 
yet been received. The obvious 
point striven for by Moscow is to 
“neutralize” Germany and pre- 
vent the eventual inclusion of the 
Bonn federal government’s forces 
in the North Atlantic treaty or- 
ganization coalition. 

The outcome of the deputies’ 
conversations of course remains 
in doubt and it is still too soon to 
judge whether Gromyko has been 
instructed to seek ah agreement 
for a new council meeting in 
earnest or to utilize the présent 
gathering as a sounding board for 
a propaganda display. 

Monday’s three hours of talk— 
devoted to an opening remark 
consisting of courtesies. on the 
part of presiding officer Parodi 
and trilingual translations of the 
agenda drafts submitted on the 
one hand by the three western 
delegations and on the other by 
the USSR—give no definitive clue 
as to the probable outcome of 
the discussions. 

Nevertheless it was apparent 
from the two proposed agenda 
drafts submitted—one as agreed 
upon by the west after prelimi- 
nary talks and the other as put 
forth by Moscow—that no sen- 
sational surprises have yet 
emerged.

UN Generals 
Say Foe Set 
To Hit Hard

TOKYO, Tuesday, March 6— 
(UP)—The Allied high command 
warned Tuesday that fresh Chi- 
nese and North Korean troops 
were massed for a “very sharp 
offensive” in Korea but said “we 
can turn it back—at the moment.” 


Both Gen. MacArthur in Tokyo 
and Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way, commander of United Na- 
tions ground forces in Korea 
sounded the warning as Allied 
troops rocked the Reds back to- 
ward the 38th Parallel.

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Politics and Liquor Racketeering 


Atlanta and Fulton County are grateful 
that an alert Grand Jury has exposed 
liquor licensing evils which, through politi- 
cal influence backed by huge slush funds, 
have been gnawing away at the vitals of 
governmental integrity. — 


That the disclosure has come in time 
to do something about it before untold 
damage was done is a tribute to the grand 
jury system and to the men who made up 
the Fulton County Grand Jury which went 
to the painstaking effort to gather all evi- 
dence needed for its sweeping and shock- 
ing conclusions. 


Wholesale violations of the law, such 
as the Grand Jury has reported, are not 
possible except by the exercise of politi- 
cal power. Achieving that power is a 
creeping, insidious process which often 
goes undetected until the stench of cor- 
ruption becomes great. The odor already 
had become noticeable insofar as Fulton 
County was concerned, and only slightly 
less so in the manner in which liquor li- 
censes were being handled in the city. 


But the Grand Jury’s findings and the 
quick resultant public demand that the 
situation be cleaned up is proof enough

A Fine Job 
In Walton County 


The Walton Tribune at Monroe came 
out last week with its annual farm edition, 
this county’s weekly contribution to better 
agriculture in Walton County. d 


The 1951 Agricultural Edition of The 
Tribune is a 40-page magazine with attrac- 
tive color front and replete with articles 
covering farming from “a” for alfalfa to 
“z” for zero weather and its effect on Win- 
ter pastures. ) 

A scoreboard on the cover shows that 
since 1940 cotton production in Walton has 
dropped from 23,180 bales to 15,145 bales, 
while the seed and lint value of that cotton 
has jumped from $1,389,826 to $3,710,566. 

In 1939 Walton farmers had a cash: in- 
come of $33,000 from dairy products. This 
last year they took in $621,000 from that 
source. 

In 1939 there were 5,000 broilers in 
Walton chicken houses and their sale 
yielded a meager $2,500. Last year Wal- 
ton poultry raisers cashed in to the tune 
of $956,175 on 1,342,000 broilers. From 1940 
to 1950 the number of laying hens in the 
county increased from 3,600 to 70,000. 

This scoreboard shows clearly what has 
happened to agriculture in a decade, not 
only in Walton County, but in Georgia 
generally.

A Case of 
Costly Laxity 


Carl Harper, regional attorney for the 
Federal Security Agency, apparently has 
cleared up a misunderstanding about the 
right of welfare workers to investigate 
applicants for relief. 

Mr. Harper said there is no Federal law 
er regulation prohibiting welfare workers 
from making as detailed an investigation 
of applicants as is indicated. But the Geor- 
gia Department long has operated under 


that the citizens of Fulton County will not 
tolerate racketeer control of politics. There 
will be no controlling machine feeding on 
illicit liquor licensing practices. 

The response of the Grand Jury, the 
public and the press to the condition re- 
futes conclusively the charge of some that 
big cities in general, and Atlanta in par- 
ticular, invariably spawn corrupt, all-pow- 
erful political machines. That is the key- 
stone of the argument for the county unit 
system and for extension of it to the gen- 
eral election. The truth is many of those 
who received the severest condemnation 
of the,Fulton County Grand Jury are 
closely allied with this political thinking. 

Meanwhile, it is good that the new 
Grand Jury will pursue the inquiry and it 
is hoped this body will be able to track 
down any other evidence that might have 
eluded the previous one. 

It is encouraging, too, that moves al- 
ready are under way in City Council to 
comply with the Grand Jury’s recommen- 
dation that all liquor licenses be revoked 
and other licenses issued only after thor- 
ough investigations of applicants. The pub- 
lic hopes County Commissioners show 
equal eagerness to act.

Is Truman 
Mending Fences? 


WASHINGTON—Whatever it may mean, Presi- 

dent Truman appears to be undergoing an inter- 

: esting transition. KH is reflected in two ways. One 

is the high caliber of men he is appointing to responsible Govern- 

ment positions, disregarding party labels in making the selections. 

Another is the manner he snaps at his critics when they overreach 
the bounds of what he considers the ordinary proprieties. 


An example of the latter is the way he jumped down the teeth 
of the Senate RFC investigating subcommittee when it made some 
charge about White House influence being brought to bear in con- 
nection with loan applications before the Government lending 
agency. Mr. Truman characterized the charge as asinine—some- 
thing a President does not often say about a Senate group made up 
of members of his own party. 


Other examples are some of the letters he has written during the 
past year, the most recent of which is the one he addressed to the 
music critic who had gone out of his way to pan the singing of his 
oe Margaret. The John L. Lewis “dog catcher” letter is yet 
another, 


1 : Various people have sought to interpret 

nterpretations these hot-off-the-griddle remarks in va- 
rious ways. One is that he is just being natural, feeling free of 
some of the restraints that guided him during the first part of his 
Administration. It would be the normal attitude of a man who has 
become somewhat weary of the héavy burdens of his office and is 
ready to step down when his present term ends. 


Perhaps more significant, however, is the class of men the Presi- 
dent has been appointing to office of late. He picked Walter Gif- 
ford, a Republican and one of the ablest businessmen of the country, 
to be ambassador to Great Britain. Likewise he selected Charles E. 
Wilson, another Republican and former head of General Electric, 
to direct the great economic mobilization program now in progress. 
Eric Johnston and a number of others fall into the same category. 

On the whole many of the appointments he is now making seem 
to be on a higher level than when he started out in the White House 
nearly seven years ago. The change tends to date back to the time 
last summer when he brought Genera] George Marshall back into 
the cabinet.as Secretary of Defense. It is being carried out in many 
of the minor appointments. 


Just the other day he persuaded former Repre- 
Ramspeck sentative Robert Ramspeck, of Georgia, to give 
up a $30,000-a-year job with the air transport industry to come 
back into the Government as Chairman of the Civil Service Com- 
mission at about half the pay he is now getting. Ramspeck, by 
virtue of his chairmanship of the Civil Service Committee while 
in Congress, is one of the best qualified men in the country for the 
post. 


The President shows evidence of being determined, during the 
remaining period of his Administration, to surround himself with 
the best men he can get. Moreover, he is patching up past squab- 
bles with members of his own party in Congress. Most or much 
of the patronage which he has held up for the past year is being 
turned loose. 

All of this is subject to interpretation in two ways. But the 
most generally accepted appraisal is that it sounds more like a man 
who has made up his mind to retire at the expiration of his present 
term and, thinking of his place in history, is determined to leave 
office with the good graces of the country and a united party be- 
hind him.

Too Much Water in His Eyes 


IN THE MAIL: G. T. Holody, of Holody’s Drugstore, Brunswick, would start 
no argument with a plumber, at least not on the latter’s time, but he takes issue 
with the president of the plumbers’ association quoted here as saying that a faucet 


dripping a drop a second would waste 10 gallons of water in 24 hours. 


In the 


eyes of an apothecary, contends the Brunswick druggist, that amount is slightly 


large. 


(Ten gallons is a lot of water in anyone’s eyes.) 


To back his claim, he 


submits that a drop, in pharmaceutical terms, is 1/60 of a dram, one drop a second equals 60 drops 


or one dram a minute, 60 drams or about 8 ounces an hour, or 192 ounces in 24 hours. 


And 192 


ounces in 24 hours a day would be 112 gallons, not 10 gallons of water down the drain. 


Mr. Holody says that he spent part of his 
life in the country and had to draw water out 
of a well, so he has always disliked seeing water 
wasted and that he has given the subject much 
thought through the years, as he has often 
wished that all people who have wells had a 
faucet, even if it did drip. 

Neither pharmacist nor plumber, I can only 
opine that not all drops are the same size. Neither 
are all drips. Seems to me that the tension 
of the rim of the tap versus the pull of gravity 
is the formula which detegmines how much water 
accumulates before the drop drips. Anyone 
wishing to run a test can stay up all night hold- 
ing a bucket under a leaky spout. 

On one thing pharmacist, plumber and this 
pencil pusher are agreed—with the water tables 
of the land running low, to the point of national 
concern, all leaks should be stopped. We can 
count on water, like that famous coffee, being 
good to the last drop, but after that it would be 
awfully hard to find a satisfactory substitute. 


(My confrere, Madison Lee St. John, reports 
that at Mrs. St. J.’s insistence, he went around 
Saturday putting new washers in all taps in the 
house, then couldn’t sleep a wink for not hearing 
that periodic “plink.”) Note: Hard water goes 
“plink,” soft water goes “plush.” The authority 
for that descriptive analysis is Celestine Sibley.

There is Gov. Dewey, who will control 
New York’s convention delegation, the larzg- 
est. There is Sen. Duff, former Governor, 
who will influence Pennsylvania’s delega- 
tion, second largest at the convention. 
Then there is Gov. Earl Warren, 1948 run- 
ning mate of Gov. Dewey, who will control 
California’s delegation. 


It will be third largest in 1952, due to the 
State’s amazing increase in population which has 
given it seven additional members in the House 
of Representatives here. 


The fourth figure is Harold Stassen, now a 
resident of Pennsylvania as president of its State 
university, a native of Minnesota, which spon- 
sored his candidacy for the Republican nomi- 
nation in 1948. While unable to get the prize 
in 1948, Mr. Stassen is a skillful convention 
operator, as he demonstrated when he managed 
the late Wendell L. Willkie’s successful and sur- 
prising coup at the 1940 convention to nose out 
Sen. Taft in the latter’s first real bid for the 
party’s nomination. From all of Mr. Stassen’s 
extracurricular activities these days, he still is 
in politics up to the tassel on his mortar board.

floor of mahogany—no more linoleum for Latin barbershops—and seated me in a soft chair uphol- 


stered in calf skin. 


You think he slappéd a striped sheet in my lap? 


Not my man. Gently he 


inserted both my arms into the sleeves of a white robe, such as customers get in first-class hos- 


pitals. Then carefully he began to snip with 
scissors. No clippers. 


A boy in brass buttons stood by to light my 
cigarette. Another boy in a long gray coat won- 
dered if perhaps Senor would liké a shoeshine? 
I would. 


He removed my right shoe, took it out- 
side and returned with it glistening like a 
new plate of Peruvian copper. Then he 
repeated the process with my left. 


The barber by now was applying hot towels, 
which he removed from a silvery steam cabinet, 
to my hair. He washed it and rinsed it four 
times. He asked then if the caballero wanted 
some tonico. 

Having noticed that most of the natives 
strolled the streets with their hair shining from 
liberal applications of bear grease, I said I'd 
have some tonic if it contained no oil. So the 
barber brought for me to sniff a dozen silver 
bottles. -I chose one that smelled like a choco- 
late bar with almonds. He gave me a rub. 
Then he trimmed my eyebrows and I never 
looked prettier, nor smelled sweeter. 

The total cost for.the works, de luxe, was 
$1.45 and the entire staff lined up and bowed 
when I walked out. 

The rest of the afternoon I spent walking 
the streets and saying good-day to the cops in 
the white coats.

The ‘Authority’ Idea Takes Hold 


At the beginning of the legislativé séssion The Constitution featured a story 
stating that Gov. Talmadge’s Administration would seek creation of new agencies, 
separate from the State government, which would provide about $500,000,000 in 
bond money for State improvements. The spending by these “authorities” would 
be in addition to the $207,000,000 annual State budget. The “authorities” would 
not create a debt against the State, but would provide for the construction of 


eine hospitals, roads, parks and ports. Debts would be repaid from tolls or from appropriations 


over a long period of years. How did the Administration’s program for this type of “self-financ- 


ing” fare in the Legislature? Very well. 


Feeling that an agency should be permitted 
to do all the building for which it could raise 
its own money, the solons approved all but one 
of the “authority” measures offered by the Ad- 
ministration—and then added two more. 


Only the Turnpike Authority, with which 
Gov. Talmadge wanted toe finance construc- 
tion of superhighways, is still pending. 


The new authorities which the Administra- 
tion hadn't anticipated, but which will serve good 
purposes, are: The State Schools for the Deaf 
and Blind Authority and the State Trade Schools 
Authority. 


One will permit the issuance of self-liqui- 
dating revenue certificates for $12,000,000 worth 
of improvements at the North Georgia Trade 
School at Clarkesville and the South Georgia 
Trade School at Americus. ‘The other will per- 
mit the issuance of $3,000,000 worth of certifi- 
cates to improve the Blind Academy at Macon 
and the Deaf School at Cave Springs. 

The men who will be in charge of this 
Authority are Earl Carter, of Plains; Sen. Glen 
Ellard of Clarkesville, State School Supt. M. D. 
Collins, Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook and State Audi- 
tor B. E. Thrasher Jr. The Deaf and Blind 
Schools Building Authority is composed of Rep. 
Robert Scoggins and Grady McSpadden, both of 
Rome, and W. M. S. Weaver, of Macon. 

There is no limit by law as to how much the 
State School Building Authority can spend—it 
can float as many bonds as it can sell. 

The men who will be in charge of this 
broad new program for constructing elementary 
and high schools over the State are: John Sibley, 
Hatton Lovejoy, Fred Hand, Chairman George 
Whitman, Jr., of the State Board of Education, 


Atty. Gen. Cook, State Auditor Thrasher and

State School Supt. Collins. The University 
Building Authority was increased from $12,000,- 
000 limit to $20,000,000. It is run,by Thrasher, 
Cook, Chairman Hughes Spalding of the Board 
of Regents, R. H. Driftmier and George Sparks. 

The State Hospital Authority—composed of 
Gov. Talmadge, Cook and Thrasher—was author- 
ized to issue $20,000,000 worth of revenue certifi- 


‘cates. Twelve million is to be used for con- 


struction of a general hospital at Augusta and 
$8,000,000 for Milledgeville. The State Office 
Building Authority—composed of the same trio 
of State leaders—was authorized to erect $12,- 
000,000 worth of buildings on Capitol Square. 


Aside from these newly created agencies, 
and newly enlarged authorities, the State 
already has three such: agencies with vast 
spending powers. 


The State Ports Authority is not limited by 
law as to how many millions of dollars in reve- 
nue certificates it can issue to build ports. It is 
run by J. D. Robinson, Peter Roe Nugent and 
M. M. Munroe. Theré’s no limit on the bond 
issuing by the Jekyll Island Park Authority, 
which is composed of D. B. Blalock, J. D. Comp- 
ton, Mike Benton, Rep. B. J. Tarbutton and 
Gould Barrett. Nor is there any legal limit on 
the State Park Authority which is seeking to 
float bonds to make a park out of Stone Moun- 
tain. Working on this project are Douglas Mc- 
Curdy, Murray Howard and Scott Candler. 

Noting the success the State is having in 
financing improvements through “authorities,” 
several solons passed local measures this year 
creating Iccal “authorities” to finance parks, 
ports and roads.
